MURDER CHARGED 
10 BLOND WIDOW 


OF DRUGGIST GLAB 


17-Year-Old Niece of Wo- 


man Also Held After Po- 
lice Probe of Los Angeles 
Shooting. 


Los Angeles, June 20.—(?)—Forma] 
complaints charging murder were is- 
sued today against Mrs. Hazel Gar- 
land Glab, 29-year-old, thrice-married 
blond, and her 17-year-old niece, Ethy] 
O. Kaser, 

The two women have been held 
since late Monday night in connection 
with the slaying that evening of John 
I. Glab, wealthy retired Chicago drug- 
gist and bootlegger, who married Mrs. 
Glab five months ago. 

Police today turned to checking the 
movements of W. R. McIntyre, former 
[Iollywood policeman, held as a ma- 
terial witness. 

The police learned that Mrs. Glab 
visited the former policeman at his 
upartment a few hours before the mur- 
der. Mrs. Glab has admitted living 
with McIntyre in 1926 and in Janu- 
ary, 1927, she was charged with shoot- 
ing and slightly wounding the officer, 
but was released on her plea of self- 
defense. 

Widow Views Body. 

Mrs. Glab, principal witness at the 
inquest, denied responsibility for the 
shooting of her husband. She said 
she did not hear the shot that caused 
the death. Glab was slain while en- 
tering his car to go after some cigar- 
ettes for his wife. She viewed the 
body with no show of emotion today. 

“I knew nothing of the tragedy un- 
til Mr. Krupp, a neighbor, came and 
told me that my husband was dying,” 
she testified. Mrs. Glab wore the same 
light dress in which she was attired 
when arrested Tuesday. The testi-, 
mony of another neighbor, Mrs. J. 
Goodrich, that she saw a woman 
dressed in white running from the 
scene of the shooting, was the prin- 
cipal information leading to the wife's 
arrest, police said. 

Miss Ethyl O. Kaser, Mrs. Glab’s 
niece, testified she and Mrs. Glab 
were playing cards in the house when 
Glab was shot. 

Other witnesses were Krupp and M. 
A. Wilson, caretaker of the Glab 
estate. The men reached the slain 
druggist at the same time, they said. 

Was Liquor Runner. 

Mrs. Glab told police her husband 
engaged in liquor running in Chicago 
before coming west, and she expressed 
the belief the enemies he made then 


may have murdered him. 

Another conplication in the involved 
case came today from Keno, Nevy.. 
where Herman Dink, a close friend 
of Glab, said the retired druggist told 
him over the long-distance phone last 
Friday that he would be in Reno 
Tuesday “unless I am bumped off 
before 1 can get away.” 

“If Tam bumped off, you will know 
who did it.”” Dink said Glab told him. 

Dink said Glab had told him about 
the alleged intimacy of this man and 
Hazel, Glab’s wife. Glab also told 
Dink there was a narcotic ring angle 
to his Los Angeles troubles, and ad- 
vised his friend not to “mix up in

King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, June 20.— 
(/)—Barren arctic vastness tonight 
had divulged the retreat of six men 
who had dared it, but its white ice- 
clad reaches had swallowed two more 
—one of them a seer in its lore—and 
had hidden them from view. 

General Umberto Nobile, chief of 
the dirigible Italia, and five of his 
crew, were found on their ice-cake 
home today and given food and sup- 
plies, but the veteran Roald Amund- 
sen and Rene Guilbaud, who left 
Tromsoe, Norway, Monday for Spitz- 
bergen, bad been lost for two days 
with little or nothing to indicate 
where they might be. 

Ten Others Lost. 

Ten others, too, are lost—the three 
men who started afoot toward land 
after the Italian crashed, and _ the 
seven whu remaincd with the dirigible 
and were borne away to the east 
when the gas bag lightened by the 
loss 0: nine of its crew rose again. 

Though trips through the air in 
search of Nobile have been under way 
fo. several days by the Norwegians, 
Captain HRiiser-Larsen and Lieutenant 
Luetzow Holm, it remained for = a 
fellow Italian, Major Maddalena, in 
the seaplane Savoia-55, finally to find 
General Nobile. 

Three times .he stranded men had 
seen the planes of their would-be res- 
cuers flying in the sky above them, 
and three times they had seen them 
pass them by. The fourth time, as 
a result of carefully prearranged wire- 
less signalling, Muddalena, who yes- 
terday had been unable himself to 
see the marooned men, though they 
saw him, reached them and dropped 
650 pounds of food and supplies by 
parachute before returning to his base 
at King’s Bay. 

Maddalena’s discovery materially 
brightens the prospect .of the Nobile 
group. They have discovere | through 
the wireless beac ’n improvisation 
how to bring the rescue planes and 
ships ‘> them, and they have food and 
supplies now to live on the ice floes 
in definitely. Rescue they now may 
regard at most as a matter of days, 
and life on the ice floes -should be 
relatively comfortable from now on. 

But the lack of news of Amund- 
sen and Guilbaud is another thing. 
The two in their French seaplane left 
Tromsoe Monday, implying as a des- 
tination King’s Bay, although some 
of their friends regarded Avent Bay 
—which is to the south of Kings

Eventual freedom was predicted 
for Remus, whose financial ability 
permitted the employment of high- 
ly paid attorneys, with his case han- 
dled under a system of criminal law 
administration in this country that 
invites the cheating of justice and 
interminable delays in the execution 
of sentences, culminating in far too 
many escapes from punishment. 


The Constitution, following the 
verdict of the Cincinnati jury, 
which was a shameful travesty in a 
court of justice, declared its opin- 
ion that in a short time the arch 
murderer would. again be turned 
loose upon society to carry on, if he 
so elected, his criminal pursuits 
which had landed him in the federal 
penitentiary in Atlanta before he 
took the life of his wife, without 
giving her a chance for defense or 
even a warning of his bloody pur- 
pose. 


The plea of “emotional insanity” 
at the time of the commission of 
the crime brought the escape from 
the chair. It was followed by a 
wild orgy of underworld celebrating 
in Cincinnati, in which even mem- 
bers of the jury are alleged to have 
participated. Following his incar- 
ceration, as a highly privileged “‘in- 
mate’ in the Ohio asylum, the plea 
was then made that he was sane— 
his “fnsanity’ having lasted, as he 
claimed, only during the brief pe- 
riod that he was assassinating his 
defenseless victim. Application for 
release on habeas corpus was madé 
and denied and made again before 
the court of appeals and sustained. 
The state then appealed and the 
Ohio state supreme court sustained 
the court of appeals, and he was 
immediately liberated from the 
asylum. : 

“We are through with it,” said 
the state’s attorney, thus admitting 
that justice has lost, and without 
further recourse to remedy the mis- 
carriage. 

The Remus escape from punish- 
ment had already incited other mur- 
ders, and again his final release may 
—and doubtless will—open_ the 
door to. a floodtide, as horrible as 
is the contemplation. 

It is a challenge to the law abid- 
ing citizenry of America to bring 
about quick reforms in criminal 
laws and practice. If George Remus 
had committed his cold-blooded 
crime in England he would have 
paid long before this—and society 
would have felt, as it does in the 
old world—the strengthening influ-

Every dog owner must have wonder- | 


ed at some time just how far dogs ean | 
in communicating ideas with one’!

The Chicago Tribune instituted the 
suit in 1921, seeking as a taxpayer to 
recover money Which it charged was 
diverted into Thompson funds at a 
time when an important campaign 
required financing. It was alleged 
that the real estate men were hired 
on the municipal pay roll, regardless 
of their fitness, to make expert ap-

I took it 
from a report given in one of the 
American Medical association jour- 
nals.

A man, aged 36, stumbled and fell,

After the removal of the hardened 
wax and cockroach his hearing be- 
came normal. The specialist believed 
that the cockroach was embalmed in 
this air-tight space caused by the ac- 
cumulation of ear wax.

Estimates of the decline expected 
in tomorrow’s weekly brokers’ loan 
statement go as high as $200.000,000 as 
a result of the heavy liquidation that 
has occurred in the stock market. In 
usually well informed quarters the 
feeling is that this figure is too high. 
There has been heavy liquidation in 
the stock market but some of it as far 
as brokers’ loans are concerned, will 
be offset by heavy selling of stocks 
owned outright by Bancitaly and otb- 
ers. A lot of this stock coming out of 
strongboxes was undoubtedly  pur- 
ehased by holders buying on margin 
with such transactions figuring in the 
weekly brokers’ loan statement.

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE 
Editor of Commerce and Finance 


Last week the cotton market was 
leaderless and without initiative. It 
declined in sympathy with the weak- 
ness on the stock exchange and re- 
covered when the crop news from the 


south seemed to become unfavorable. 

On their faces the developments in 
the cotton-textile industry were some- 
what bearish. 

The Association of Cotton-Textile 
Merchants of New York reported that 
the sales of standard cotton cloths 
during May represented only 77.2 per- 
cent of production and that the un- 
filled orders at the end of the month 
were but 305 million yards on May 
1. As a result of this reduction in 
distribution the stocks on 
hand May 31 showed a gain of 5 1-2 
percent for the month. 

The census report on domestic con- 
sumption for May was of like tenor. 
It showed that the mills had spun 
up 577,710 bales of lint cotton during 
the month, as against 618,279 bales 
in May a year ago, and that the to- 
tal consumption for the first ten 
months of the present season was 5,- 
SS3,.481 bales as compared with 5,070,- 
$44 bales in the same period last year. 

Mill stocks on May 31, 1928, were, 
however, only 1,331,135 bales as com- 
ee with 1,794,284 bales on May 
ol, 1927, and if this reduction is at 
all symptomatic of conditions in Eu- 
rope, it may prove to be a very bul- 
lish feature later on. 

But the strike in New Bedford con- 
tinues with little prospect of an early 
settlement and the cotton manufac- 
turers in New England lose no oppor- 
tunity of exploiting their own disad- 
vantages as well as the poor demand 
for cotton fabrics in general. To hear 
them talk is to be almost convinced 
that cotton goods have become obso- 
lete and that the only salvation for 
the industry is universal short-time 
or a complete shutdown. 

But when pessimism becomes _ so 
rampant the man of experience pre- 
fers to take the other side, and the

The small stocks of raw cotton held 
by the mills is one reason for this 
suggestion and another is the belief 


that the supply of cotton goods held | from converters, 


by distributors throughout the world 
is also very small. 


Of course it is impossible to fur- Mi 


nish statistical proof of the latter 
statement but all the circumstantial 
evidence available. tends to eonfirm it. 


About nine months ago the United | 


government announced that 
cotton was too high and ever. since 
that memorable deliverance most of 
the world’s cotton manufacturers have 
been proclaiming the need of curtail- 
ment as the only cure for the evils of 
overproduction. 

It is only natural that such a chorus 
of despondency should have led mer- 
chants to procrastinate in buying and 
if the facts were ascertainable they 
would probably show that the reserve 
stocks of cotton goods in the hands of 
destributors were the smallest on rec- 
ord in proportion to the consumption. 

The potential short interest that is 
revealed by the world’s empty shelves 
must, therefore, be enormous. Just 
when and how it will attempt to cover 
remains to be seen, but the precedents 
suggest that the necessary buying will 
be precipitant when it starts. 

Meanwhile, we are rapidly ap- 
proaching the season of crop scares 
and of ‘government reports. It is 
presidential year in which both polit- 
ical parties will be competing for the 
farmer vote. 

There is a tradition that McKinley 
was elected and Bryan was defeated 
by the advante in wheat which oc- 
curred during the autumn of 1896, and 
there are some who-profess to believe 
that an advance in cotton during the 
presidential campaign may endanger 
the democratic solidity of the south. 

Of course things have changed since 
1896, but as between the present and 
the past there is a crude analogy
